This message has been press- 
ing on my mind for some time.

Ske could not put her foot to the 
floor, and her leg had swollen 
and bursted. They sent a hand- 
Kerchief and I anointed it and 
returned it to her. As soon as it 
was laid on her body she was 
healed; the pain and all the 
soreness left her at once. 


“God wrought special mira- 
cles by the hands of Paul; So 
that from his body were brought 
unto the sick handkerchiefs or 
aprons, and the diseases depart- 
ed from them, and evil spirits 
went out of them.” (Acts 19:11, 
12.) God is working special 
miracles today as He did in 
Paul’s day. 


The husband of the iady that 
I have above mentioned was 
reared a Catholic, but did not 
believe in anything. He was 
so deaf he ‘could scarcely hear 
anything. I was called to his 
home and prayed for him, and 
he was instantly healed, When 
he saw how the Lord so wond¢r- 
fully healed his wife he was 
compelled to believe. 


A man who was ruptured, and 
had been in this condition for 
about forty years, just raised to 
his feet to come and be prayed 
for, and was healed before he 
got to me.

10. 


Very well do I remember how 
the multitude with suffering 
bodies would throng around me 
at -the Assembly, and could 
hardly wait till their turn would 
come. I can see them now, as 
the power of God would go 
through their suffering 


bodies, and they would 
go away shouting and 


talking in tongues because of 
the mighty healing power of 
God. A goodly number of deaf 
people were made to hear, 


One sister who said she 
cancer of the stomach 
goiter, I only spoke to and 
her to expect it to go. The 
power of God struck her, and 
she began to shout and said it 
was all gone.

One more I want to make 
mention of to the glory of God. 
There was a sister who had ap- 
pendicitis and was lying ona 
bench in the Auditorium. Some 
one called for me to pray for 
her, and I just anointed her and 
put my hand under her head and 


said, “In the name oi Jesus 
arise.’ The power of yod 
struck her, and she arose to 


her feet under the mighty pow- 
er of God, dancing and _ talking 
in tongues, and was completely 
healed, for which I give God all 
the glory. Bless His dear name! 


My heart certainly goes out 
for the suffering and lost; my 
desire and prayer is to have 
that love and compassion Jesus 
had for the sick and suffering. 
“He had compassion on them 
and hsaled them.” Jesus went 
forth, and saw a great multi- 
tude, and was moved with com- 
passion toward them, and he 
healed their sick.” Matt. 14:14. 


Jesus not only said to heal the 
sick, but to raise the dead. “And 
as ye go, preach, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand: 
Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, 
raise the dead, cast out devils: 
freely ye have received, freely 
give.” Matt. 7:8. 


“Now there was at Joppa a 
certain disciple named Tabitha, 
which by interpretation is called 
Doreas: this woman was full of 
good works and  almsdeeds 
which she did. 


“And it came to pass in those 
days, that she was sick, and 
died: whom when they had 
washed, they laid her in an up- 
per chamber. 

“And forasmuch as Lydda 
was nigh to Joppa, and the dis- 
ciples had heard that Reter was 
there, they sent unto him two 
men, desiring him that he would 
not delay to come to them. 

“Then Peter arose and went 
with them. When he was come, 
they brought him into the upper 
chamber: and all the widows 
stood by him weeping, .and 
shewing the coats and garments 
which Doreas made, while she 
was with them. 

“But Peter put them alt forth, 


(and kneeled down, and prayed; 





and turning him tothe body 
said, Tabitha, arise. And she 
opened her eyes: and when she 
saw Peter, she sat up. 


“And he gave her his hand, 
and lifted her up, and when he 
had called the saints and wid- 
ows, presented her alive, 


“And it was known through-! 
out all Joppa; and many believea 
in the Lord.” Acts 9:36-42. 


And if we preachers put out 
the goods you are going to see 
the same things today. We have 
the call “Go ye out into the 
highways and hedges, and com- 
pel them to come in, that my 
house may be filled.”” How are 
we going to compel them to 
come in? Just bring forth the 
fruit; put out the goods. 


The business men of this 
worid today carry the very best 
goods they have on the market, 
and they carry them right with 
them. Why? Because the pur- 
chaser must see the goods be- 
fore he will buy; and in order to 
make their business a_ success, 
they must show the goods. 


Brethren it is up to us to put 
out the goods. If we don’t, God 
will raise up some one that will, 
and He is doing it. Just look at 


the Pentecostal movement to= 
day, how God is working signs 
and wonders among them, and 


many of them don’t hold up 
anything like as high a standard 
as we do. Whyisthis? Simply 
because the goods must be put 


, 





forth; and if we don’t do it, he 
will put it on some one that will. | 


This world is dying for the’ 
real gospel, and there is more in! 
this than just going out and! 
preaching the Word: we must 
also put it in practice. 

How many times in our ‘neet-! 
ings have we called for the sick! 
to come to be prayed for, and 
we gathered around and prayed 
and then sometimes no victory, 
when we ought to have been 
where we could just lay hands 
on them and see them healed. 
Why can’t we do this? Just be- 
cause we failed to have the 
goods along with us. 


How are we going to possess 
the goods? By prayer and fast- 
ing. Jesus said in regard to 
casting out. devils: “This kind 
goeth not out but by prayer and 
fasting.’ I find if we get in 
possession of the goods, or the 
power that God has in store for 
us, we will have to spend much 
time in prayer and fasting. 


At the Assembly a_ brother 
spoke to me in regard to having 
so much faith and power in 
healing the sick. I told him it 
came by spending two or three 
hours a day in prayer. He said, 


“IT won’t pray that much. I can 
but I just won’t do it.” Neither 
will he possess the goods that it 
takes to make the work for God 
a success. 


If we will stand on the Word, 
and not doubt in our hearts, we 
can see the answer to prayer 
every time we pray, Jesus said, 
“They shall lay hands on the 
sick, and they shall recover.” Do 
we believe? If so let’s carry the 
sign. 


As I have mentioned above: 
The world is dying for the real 
gospel. There is more to preach- 
ing than just getting up in the 
pulpit and taking a text and 
preaching from it. We may 
know the Word well; can rightly 
divide it; and just have wonder- 
ful delivery; yet that is not all 
there is to it. “As ye go, preach, 
saying, The kingdom of heaven 
is at hand: Heal the sick, 
cleanse the lepers, raise the 
dead, cast out devils.” 


When we begin to put the 





Word into practice, then we can 
say we are preaching the full 
Gospel. If the signs were fol- 
lowing the Church today as in 
the early Church when they 
were all of one accord in Solo- 
mon’s porch, the same _ things 
would be done today. “And by

Where I can get the children of 
God in one accord today, there 
are signs and wonders wrought 
among the people. The lame

“Is any sick among you? let 
him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil in 
the name of the Lord. 


“And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord 
shall raise him up; and if he 
have committed sins, they shall 
be forgiven him, 


“Confess your faults one to 
another, and pray one for an- 
other, that ye may be healed. 
The effectual fervent prayer of 
a righteous man availeth much. 


‘“Blias was a man subject to 
like passions as we are, and he 
prayed earnestly that it might 
not rain: and it rained not on 
the earth by the space of three 
years and six months.” James 
5:14-17. 


James knew that God was the 
same in his day as He was in 
the day of Elias; and so is He 
the same God today that James 
served. 


“And these signs shall follow 
them that believe; In my name 
shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongue’; 


“They shall take up serpents; 
and if they drink any deally 
thing, it shall not hurt them;

Spiritual Indifference

“Woe to them that are at 
ease in Zion.” (Amos, 6:1.) At 
this present time God had some 
good people preserved for the 
purpose of crying out to the dis- 
obedient, among whom Amos, 
a minor prophet was found. 
Amos was among the Herdmen 
of Tekoah in the year of Uzza, 
king of Judah. He with a pro- 
phetical eye beheld the captivity 
and destruction of Israel and 
Judah. As -he began to look 
upon their indifference of many 
things, no doubt in various 
ways, then his prophetical spir- 
it began to be stirred within him. 
A woe is pronounced upon them, 
The word woe means: grief; 
calamity and curse. ° 

Now dear Church of God 
folks, this text does not refer to 
sinners or people out side of the 
Church; but refers to Zion, the 
Church of God. However, it 
may include the universe, Now, 
are we indifferent in the work 
of the Lord? We may be un- 
concerned about our own wel- 
fare; we may have _ procrasti- 
nated some; may have put off 
doing some of the things that 
we should have done and that 


we are not enjoying our’ salva- 
tion. 
Then it may be good for us 


to take a little Christian inven- 
tory of our lives and see if there 
is any little indifference there. 

After_taking a thorough ex- 
amination should you find any 
spiritual or Christian indiffer- 
ence; it might do you good to 
get upon the operating table 
and let God work on you a little 
—it may do lots of good to have 
the X-ray turned on and let you 
see yourself. 

The first thing that caused 
the children of Israel to go into 


captivty, was their indifference. 
Look at. Korah. Dathan and 
Abiram. These three boys 


were unconcerned about their 
leader, Moses. They did not 
like government and no doubt 
wanted to be ruler themselves. 
Did they not perish because of 
the spirit of obstinacy that was 
shown in them. They did not 
want to attend the prayer meet- 
ings and even said they would 
not go. 





Now the good old Bible was 
hid from our eyes fora few 
dark years, but thank God, 
some one has foundit; and 
there has never been a feast 
kept like this, since the Early 
Primitive saints. I feel like the 
feast of Pentecost is on, right 
now; God’s children are shout- 
ing, dancing and talking in 
tongues. Why? Because the 
book has been found and we 
are keeping the ordinances. 


Malachi, another one of the 
minor prophets, had to cry out 
against the children of Israel 
because of their indifference. 
“Even from the days of your 
fathers ye are gone away from 
mine ordinances, and have not 
kept them.” 


It almost breaks my heart 
when I see people so indifferent 
about the Bible. They seem to 
think it’s nothing more than a 
novel.

Abraham.” “Bring ye all the 
tithes into the storehouse, that

I imagine I hear God as He 
calls Abraham and says to him:

be.” Gen. 15:5. 

Then in Gen, 17:16, referring 
to his wife, Sarah, he said 
“And I will bless her, and give 
thee a son also of her: yea, I 
will bless her, and she shall be 
a mother of nations; kings of 
people shall be of her.” 

Now when Abraham heard 
this he was so overjoyed that he 
Just fell on his face and laugh- 
ed, not a vain giddy laugh, but 
one from a heart overwhelmed 
With joy and gladness. Just to 
| think of the Lord’s great prom- 
be to him, and that Sarah, 
|his dear wife, was to be the 
|mother of nations, was almost 
more than dear old father 
Abraham could bear; but he 
kept right on _ believing God; 
and I believe that right here he 
saw the rising of the Christian’s 
hope, that was to be sure and 
steadfast so long as the world 
should stand and time roll on. 

But this great man of God 
did not always have his path- 
way strewn with flowers, for 
God allowed all the grace He 
had given him to be tested. 


God gave him a son, accord- 
ing to promise, but after several 
years there came an awful test 
to Abraham. I fancy I can see 
this dear old saint as he rose 
early one bright morning, his 
heart filled with joy and glad- 
ness, to hail the dawn of a 
beautiful day. But, listen, God 
is calling him. Abraham an- 
swers, “Behold, herI am. And 
|he said, Take now thy son, 
‘thine only son Isaac, whom thou 
lovest, and get thee into the 
land of moriah; and offer him 
there for a burnt offering upon 
one of the mountains which 
I will tell thee of.” Gen. 22:1, 2. 

This did not daunt Abraham, 
for he relied upon God’s pro- 
mise. He believed God, and 
kept pressing right on. 


Methinks I can see him as he 
goes about on that memorable 
morning getting things ready 
to go and offer his son as a 
sacrifice. He calls his young 
men servants and commands 
them to get the camels ready: 
the wood, the fire, the knife, 
“he young lad is now placed on 
the camel and they start on 
their way. I see that some- 
what grief stricken mother as 
she watches them through the 
partly open door while they 
wend their way up the moun- 
tain side. On and on they go 
until last from view. Her faith 
might have been somewhat 
shaken, but no, she knew God’s 
promise could not fail, and al- 
tho her son was to be offered 
up as a sacrifice, yet God was 
able to speak to the smoldering 
ashes that marked his form. on 
thé altar: her son would rise 
and come forth with greater 
glory’ than before, 

I see Abraham now as he 
commands his servants to halt, 
unloads the camels, binds the 
wood on his son’s back, takes 
the fire; and commands the 
young men to stay by the 
camels while he and his son go 
up into the mountain to wor- 
ship. 

I see the pretty blue eyes of 
his son as they look into his 
father’s face, and he _ says, 
“Father here is the fire and the 
wood, but where is the lamb.” 
I hear his father answer in 
trembling tones, My Son, God 
will provide the lamb.” 

“And they came to the place 
which God had told him of; 
and Abraham built an altar 
there, and laid the wood in 
order, and bound Isaac his son, 
and laid him on the altar upon 
the wood.” 

Perhaps never till then had 
it entered the mind of that

Christ never promised to leave 
us without trial and conflict, 
but He did promise never to 
leave us comfortless. He wants 





to train us to have strong, 





brave spirits that will not shrink 
when He wants to prove He 
can give us victory in the midst 
of trial by giving us grace to 
live above it. On Paul’s great 
missionary journey to Rome 
one would think he might be 
carried by mighty providence 
above storms and enemies. But 
on the contrary, it was one 
long,hard struggle with perse- 
cuting Jews, wild waves, veno- 
mous vipers and all the powers 
of earth and hell; and at last he 
barely escaped with his life, and 
had to swim ashore on a piece 
of broken board. And yet God 
was leading Paul. After he took 
Christ into His heart his severe 
conflicts began, but in them he 
proved that God often guides 
by hindrances as well as by 
success— and that always “Te 
is a faithful keeping God. 


“God is faithful—not he has 
been, 
Not He will be—both are 
true, 
But today in this sore trial, 
God is faithful now to you.” 


The present tense is so 
beautiful and comforting. Still 
it is difficult for us to really be- 
lieve, in times of darkness, that 
“Behind a frowning providence, 
He hides a smiling face.” O, 
how blessed to actually exper- 
ience Psa, 46:1. “The Lord is 
my refuge and strength, a pres-, 
ent help in trouble.” —

“And he said, Lay not thine 
hand upon the lad, neither do 
thou anything unto him: for 
now I know that thou fearest 
God, seeing thou hast not with- 
held thy son, thine only son 
from me.” 

Oh glory! what a wave of joy 
must have come sweeping 
through the soul of that saint- 
ed man of God. The knife that 
a mament ago was raised to 
‘ay his son is now quickly used 
to sever the cords that bind 
him and he is set free. 

I believe that right here is 
where the Christian’s hope, like 
a great anchor, fastened itself 
to the rock of ages that never 
can be moved.

The anchor is a_ large 
iron instrument with which the 
great ships are equipped, for 
safety in the time of storm. 

I fancy now, as I look across 
the rolling waves, that I can 
see a dark object just appear- 
ing in sight, as I look more 
closely I observe that it is a ship 
approaching. Yes she is coming 
this way; driven by a terrible 
storm. She rises on the billows 
that carry her mountain high, 
then down where she is hidden 
behind a swell of glistening 
foam. But again she _ ap- 
pears much plainer and nearer 
than before. The people from 
the shore are aniously watch- 
ing as she sweeps on with ter- 
rific speed, and a wild cry goes 
up from the beach, “Oh she 





is going on the rocks.” | 

But, listen, I hear a command | 
from the captain, loud nail 
clear, “DROP THE ANCHOR;;” | 
and quickly the’ brave seamen 
hoist the great anchor high 
above the gun rail and then let; 
it down, until] it has struck the| 





bottom of the ocean, and the 
great spurs clutch hold of the 
rocks. As another swell strikes 
the ship she leaps her cable’s 
length, but suddenly comes to 
a halt and quivers a little, then 
ides the waves like a little gull; 
and I hear a joyful shout from 
the captain—“The anchor 
holds,” while the billows rage 
and spend their fury on the 
rock bound shore.

told that the Lord is present, 
that He is passing by. A great 
and powerful wind has rent the 
mountains—surely this is God’s 
judgment poured forth.

His presence is with us, 
His approval upon us, has He 
not sent His fire to consume 
our true sacrifice in standing for 
the right? But Elijah turns up- 
on us, “Ye know not what ye 
speak, God is not in this fire.” 

Then beloved let us not lay 
too much stress upon visions, 
dreams, and even signs of fire, 
to the’ extent. that we 
stake our eternal salvation 
to something that there is a 
possibility of God not being in 
at all. While to our human 
minds we are led to believe He 
is, such faith is vain. 

St. John, the Divine, I believe 
was the most godly man (all 
the way round) that ever lived 
after Jesus. But, beloved, he 
was human enough, even while 
in the Spirit alone with God, 
that when a fellow servant, ap- 
peared unto him in angel’s at- 
tire; he fell at his feet to wor- 
ship.

14:12-14. 
Here is a great lesson from a 


Great Teacher, in regard to our at- 
titude toward the different classes of 
people; especially the rich and _ the 
poor. 

It is easy for us to pay fifty cents 
for a box of candy, and present it to 
x friend who has plenty of money, if 
we have the idea that he’ will buy us 
a ney overcoat in return; but on 
the contrary, if we help “The _ poor, 
the maimed, the lame and the blind,” 
we do not expect any compensation 
here, but can look ahead to the time 
when we will receive a real recom- 
pense.

at the resurrection, but the Bible 
seems to teach that we will be re- 
warded according to our works. “Be- 
hold, I come quickly; and my reward 
is with me, to give every man _  ac- 
eording as his work shall be.” Rev. 


22:12.

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The elders or pastors that render 
faithful service shall receive their 
respective reward. “Feed the flock 
of God which is among you, taking 
the oversight thereof, not by  con- 
straint, but willingly; not for filthy 
lucre, but of a ready mind: neither 
as being lords over God’s heritage, 
but being ensamples to the flock. 
And when the chief Shepherd shall 
appear, ye shall receive a crown of 
glory that fadeth not away.” (1 Pet. 
5:2-4.) It peems from this charge 
and promise made by the apostle, 
that “A crown of glory,” will be the 
reward given to the faithful pastor, 
or elder. 

“Henceforth there is laid up for me 
a crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, shall give 
me at that day: and not to me only, 
but unto all them also that love his 
appearing.” (2 Tim. 4:8) We find 
here that there will be a crown of 
righteousness given to all that love 
His appearing, but it seems to be a 
crown of a different order, or indi- 
cating a different rank; for’ the 
faithful elders are to wear crowns 
of glory. 

“Thou shalt be recompenzed at 
the resurrection of the just.” But 
will there be a_ resurrection? Yes 
indeed. While this has been ques- 
tioned by some people all down 
through the ages; it is a reality to 
which Christians look forward with 
great joy and delight. 

The truth of the resurrection has 
been forcibly illustrated by the fol- 
lowing incident: In the city of 
Hanover, Germany, is a grave known 
as “The Open Grave.” It is that of 


a woman, an_ infidel German  Prin- 
cess, who died over one hundred 


years ago, and who, on her death- 
bed, gave orders that her grave be 
covered with a great marble slab 
weighing perhaps a ton, surmounting 
solid blocks of stone firmly bound 
together with clasps of iron; but no 
human device can thwart the plans 
of God, or hinder the workings of 
life from Him. It happened, provi- 
dentially no doubt, that a birch-tree 
seed was buried with the Princess. 
Soon it began to. sprout. Its tiny 
shoot, soft and plialle at first, found 
it» way up through the ponderous 
stones of the massive masonry. 
Slowly and imperceptibly, but with 
irresistible power, it grew, until at 
last it burst the bands of iron a- 
sunder, and opened the Mever-To-Be 
Opened Grave, leaving not a single 
stone in its original position. 
What a rebuke to infidelity, 
what a mute but striking 
that ere tong, in God’s own time, 
all graves shall be opened, and the 
sieeping ones awake from their dusty

teds. “But now is Christ risen from 
the dead, and become the first 
fruits of them that slept.” (1 Cor. 


5:20.) A number of people doubted 
the resurrection when the body of 
our blessed Lord was put in Joseph’s 
new tomb. His enemies’ thought 
they were rid of him. Some of his 
own followers possibly were disap- 
pointed, and thought that might be 
the end of their leader; but one 
morning, in God’s own time, He 
arose, regardless of the stone, the 
seals, the soldiers and all, leaving 
the linen clothes and the’ napkin, 
which proved that He had donned 
other garments, or that He had put 
on His immortal priestly robe: end 
had conquered death, hell and the 
grave, and was ‘the “Firstfruits of 
them that slept:’’ so if He war the

(1 Cor. 15:23 as follows: “But 
every mam in his own order: Christ 
the “rstfruits: they that 
are Christ’s at his eoming.’”

CATHOLIC CONVERTED 

I have been raised a Catholic; 
my people are Catholics and I 
was amember for twenty-five 
years. I married a man who be- 
lieved in holiness, but didn’t live 
the life at the time.

holiness, got me interested. 

About two years after we had 


married, I went toa_ holiness 
meeting.
